Post office 
looks set to 
become a 
phone shop 


ELY’S Post Office looks set 
to be turned into a mobile 
phone shop, Ely News can 
reveal. 

Major mobile phone 
chain, Phones 4 U, has 
applied for planning per¬ 
mission to take over the 
branch in High Street. 

The application comes 
just weeks after post office 
staff and residents 
expressed fears that the 
branch could close - and 
that Ely would be left with¬ 
out a post office. 

But a spokeswoman for 
Post Office Ltd says the 
company is “committed” 
to maintaining a post 
office service in Ely and 
that the branch will be re¬ 
located if and when 
Phones 4 U takes over. 

Bosses at Phones 4 U 
have applied to change the 
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signage at the branch. 

Just weeks ago, post 
office staff admitted they 
were worried about the 
future of the branch and 
that they “hadn’t got a 
clue” what the future held. 

Lloyds Pharmacy is con¬ 
tracted to manage the post 
office but it has applied for 
planning permission to re¬ 
locate from High Street to 
St Mary’s Surgery - which 
is what sparked the fears 
about its possible closure. 

Speaking last month, 
Lloyds said it was working 
to find an “alternative pro¬ 
vider” for the post office.

said: “We haven’t got a clue 
what’s happening. 

“Obviously we’re worried 
as we might lose our jobs. 
We’re just taking each day 
as it comes and hoping 
that another provider will 
come forward.” 

But a spokeswoman for 
Post Office Ltd said: “We 
are aware that the agent 
which operates Ely Post 
Office has expressed an 
interest in leaving and that 
the premises will be with¬ 
drawn from post office use 
later this year. 

“Customers should be 
assured that the Post 
Office Ltd is committed to 
maintaining a post office 
service in Ely and we will 
soon be in a position to 
announce our public con¬ 
sultation about the reloca¬ 
tion of this branch.”

AN elderly woman who was beat¬ 
en up with her own walking stick 
has spoken other shock at discov¬ 
ering her attacker had murdered 
Chittering pensioner Llywelyn 
Thomas just weeks earlier. 

Angela Mayger, who was brutally 
assaulted by Gary Smith two 
months after he killed the wid¬ 
owed farmer, said: “But for the 
grace of God, that could have been 
me.” 

The 74-year-old was hit around 
the head twice with her stick and 
punched in the face in February 
last year when she refused to hand 
over her car keys to Smith, who 
had burst into her home in East 
Yorkshire. 

She was left with concussion and 
severe bruising. 

Smith, 21, and his nephew 
Frankie Parker, 26, were jailed for 
life after they were found guilty at 
Cambridge Crown Court of bat¬ 
tering Mr Thomas to death with a 
crowbar in his own home. 

Smith will serve a minimum of 
22 years, while Parker will serve at 
least 24 years. 

Mrs Mayger, a widow, said she 
had felt “a chill in her heart” after 
reading about what Smith had 
done. 

She said: “It is very chilling to 
think he had already killed before 
he attacked me. 

“But for the grace of God, that 
could have been me. I didn’t real¬ 
ise what had happened until much 
later. 

“I remember reading about the 
Cambridgeshire murder at the 
time but had no idea it was the 
same person who had attacked 
me. 

“I just feel so relieved now, as he 
could easily have done the same to 
me. I maybe survived because it 
was only a walking stick rather 




than a crowbar. It doesn’t bear 
thinking about.” 

Smith, originally of Bridlington 
but most recently living at a travel¬ 
lers’ site in Fen Road, Chesterton, 
and Parker, of Nene Road, Ely, 
denied murdering Mr Thomas in 
December 2011. 

But both men were convicted by 
a jury after less than two hours of 
deliberations. 

Mrs Mayger said she was pleased

Smith has now been given a long 
prison term. 

She said: “I feel so sorry for the 
son of Mr Thomas. 

“But I know Smith is now staying 
in prison for a long time. He was 
already serving five years for the 
attack on me. 

“At least now I know he can’t do 
this to someone else.” 

Mrs Mayger has spent the past 
year and a half trying to piece her 
life together again. 

She added: “I don’t want this 
experience to beat me, but I admit 
reading about this has brought it 
back. 

“He was a strong young man and 
had been a hardened criminal 
from an early age. I just remember 
his terrible eyes, he was so angry. I 
saw them again staring at me 
when I read about the murder. It 
made me feel awful.” 
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Lake in Mepal 
still closed to 
public due to 
toxic algae 

TOXIC algae is still 
present in a lake at 
Mepal Outdoor Centre 
meaning the water is still 
out of bounds to the 
public. 

Earlier this month staff 
at the centre spotted 
algae on the surface of 
the 20-acre lake and the 
Environment Agency 
(EA) was called in. Tests 
confirmed there were 
“significant levels” of 
toxic blue-green algae in 
the water - an algae 
which can cause rashes 
and vomiting, if 
swallowed, to humans. 

EA officers re-visited 
the site on Friday and 
confirmed that levels of 
toxicity were still 
present. 

The lake is still closed 
to members of the public 
and dog walkers are 
being urged to keep their 
pets away. 

An EA spokesman said: 
“The most recent 
samples from Mepal 
Outdoor Centre were 
taken on Friday. 

“They had levels of 
toxicity associated with 
the presence of blue- 
green algae. That means 
we still advise that 
people stay out of the 
water and that dogs are 
also kept away.”

Anger as Ely left 
out of cycling 
cash handouts 


CYCLING in Cambridgeshire 
might have secured an £8.2 mil¬ 
lion boost - but the Ely area will 
not benefit in any way. 

The news has sparked anger 
from members of the Ely Cycling 
Campaign, who say the city is 
“always missing out” when it 
comes to cycling. 

It was announced on Monday 
that Cambridge is one of eight 
places in the UK to secure a share 
of £17 million funding after 
Central Government backed the 
bid to increase the proportion of 
trips made by bicycle from 22 per 
cent to 40 per cent. 

The money will be shared 
between Cambridge, 

Manchester, Leeds, Birmingham, 
Newcastle, Bristol, Oxford and 
Norwich. 

Ministers have agreed to pro¬ 
vide Cambridge with £4.1 mil¬ 
lion, which will be match funded 
by the county council. However, 
no improvements look set to be 
made in the Ely area. 

Andy Shaw, chairman of the Ely 
Cycling Campaign, said: “As 
ever, Ely will be missing out 
when it comes to cycling and 
we’re very disappointed. 
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“It’s not really anybody’s fault 
as the money is tied to certain 
projects and partnerships but it’s 
fair to say Ely never gets a look in 
when it comes to cycling facili¬ 
ties or funding. 

“It just seems so unfair as there 
are so many improvements we 
need to make in order to pro¬ 
mote cycling in the Ely area and 
to make cycling here safer. 

“Projects like improving 
cycling on Back Hill towards Ely 
Station, which is an extremely 
busy cycling route, would benefit 
hugely from this funding as it is 
currently dangerous. 

“We’d also love to see better 
cycling routes between Ely and 
Soham and its surrounding vil-

lages as they are remote commu¬ 
nities which always miss out.” 

In Cambridge, the funding will 
be used to create segregated 
cycle lanes on both sides of Hills 
Road, between Cherry Hinton 
Road and Long Road, with a 
width of 2.1m, while there will be 
a single lane of the same width 
on the citybound side of 
Huntingdon Road, between 
Girton and Storeys Way. 

A Trumpington Road lane will 
run along the southbound side. 

The funding will also help to 
deliver the long-awaited 
Chisholm trail cycle route, which 
will hug the railway line from 
Cambridge Science Park to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, and 
links to business parks in sur¬ 
rounding villages. Outside the 
city, commuters will also benefit 
from new cycle route. 

Mr Shaw said: “It’s always 
Cambridge that benefits when it 
comes to cycling and so many 
surrounding areas miss out.” 

Cllr Ian Bates, the county coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for growth 
and planning, said the funding 
could deliver a “step change” in 
cycling in the county.

School opening 
will be delayed 


PARENTS say they are disap¬ 
pointed that a new primary 
school will not be completed in 
time for the start of the new 
term. 

Families in Soham were hoping 
the town’s new Shade Primary 
School would be finished in time 
for their children to start there 
this September. 

But a series of delays in the 
building of the £5 million new 
facility, including a bomb scare, 
means the new school might not 
be up and running until January 
next year.

Lisa Gregory, head teacher at 
The Shade, said the new school 
will be “well worth the wait”. 

But one parent, who did not 
want to be named, said: “We’re 
really disappointed. 

“We were told the new school 
would be ready in time for the 
start of the new term but now the 
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children are going to be based in 
mobile classrooms at The 
Weatheralls. 

“These mobile classrooms are 
used far too often and it’s just 
such a shame that we’re going to 
have quite a few months before 
the children can move into the 
finished school. 

“It just seems we’re always 
promised things and then they 
never happen.” 

Ms Gregory, who left her post 
as deputy head at St Andrew’s 
Primary School in Soham to 
become the school’s first head 


teacher, said: “The aim is 
to move into the new « 
building in January •* 
2014. • 

“With spacious • 
classrooms, superb • 
facilities and an J 
outstanding out- • 
door area, it will be ( 
well worth the wait.”

February that the building of the 
new school had to be postponed 
after a resident raised an alarm 
that explosive materials could 
have been in the ground.

Horse box crashes into notorious railway bridge 


A HORSE box crashed into Ely’s 
notorious railway bridge - caus¬ 
ing chaos for motorists. 

Police and Network Rail were 
called to the low bridge in Station 
Road just after midday on 
Monday and arrived to find the 
horse box wedged underneath it. 

According to police, there was 
at least one horse inside the vehi¬ 
cle at the time. 


A police spokesman said: “The 
horse box was stuck underneath 
the bridge and had to be released. 
There was at least one horse 
inside the vehicle at the time of 
the accident but no animals, nor 
the driver of the horse box, were 
injured.” 

Traffic was diverted via the 
overpass while recovery crews 
worked to remove the horse box. 


The incident caused lengthy 
delays in both directions on the 
A142. 

Despite fluorescent warning 
signs and red flashing lights 
alerting motorists to the height 
restrictions, the bridge is regu¬ 
larly hit by large vehicles. The 
bridge has even been named as 
one of the UK’s most crashed- 
into bridges in recent surveys.

Cause of riverbank fire unknown

“I chose cathedrals because 
they are where they were 700- 
800 years ago and part of the 
towns. 


“I want to make enough 
noise (I am learning to play 
the trumpet) to raise that 
£250,000.” 

William is raising money for 
two charities - the Family 
Holiday Association, a chari¬ 
ty which helps hundreds of 
families in dire circumstanc¬ 
es to have a simple break - 
and Wormwood Scrubs Pony 
Centre, which brings the 
transforming power of horses 
and ponies to inner London 
children and young people 
who face physical, mental or 
social challenges.

Beware... this species can bite 

SWAFFHAM Prior Parish Council, of which I 
am still a member, recently discussed a paper 
and plan recently received from the National 
Trust. 

The innocuous-looking paper described a 
‘zoning plan’ for the Trust’s so-called ‘Wicken 
Vision,’ a scheme initiated in 1999 and 
intended to take over and take in almost all of 
the fine and productive Fen farmland 
between Wicken and Cambridge and, more 
pertinently, about half of the land area of the 
parish of Swaffham Prior. 

The council’s discussion centred on the 
so-called ‘pink zone’ on the ‘zoning plan.’

Parish Councillors realised that these phrases 
and sentences affected parishioners and 
farming firms whom they knew. What would 
Mr X, Mr and Mrs Y and Mr Z think of it all? 
Would Messrs. A & Sons, the B Farming 
Company and the C growing group react 
favourably or otherwise to the Trust’s 
planning and plotting and ‘zoning’? Ought the 
Parish Council to ‘do something’? 

As anticipated, Swaffham Prior Parish 
Councillors reiterated their previously agreed 
opposition to the National Trust’s so-called 
‘Wicken Vision.’ 

It is envisaged in future that members of the 
public, seeking a ‘wilderness’ experience, 
visiting the so-called ‘Wicken Vision’ and 
viewing the so-called ‘pink zone’ from 
peripheral routes and ‘hides or higher ground’ 
might sight that rare species, the lesser- 
spotted web-footed peasant, wading in the 
wet and weeds but still attempting to do his 
bit in growing food for himself and the nation.

Balloons are killers

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Cycle ride in 
memory of 
baby Javey 


A MUM-of-three has 
raised more than £3,000 
for charity in memory of 
her baby son. 

Mandy Ashman, 50, was 
left devastated when her 
son, Javey, died aged just 
10 weeks. 

Javey was born on 
February 21, 1991, four 
weeks premature and 
despite the best efforts of 
Great Ormond Street 
Hospital (GOSH) and the 
Rosie Hospital in 
Cambridge, he died. 

He was born with 
Moebius Syndrome - a rare 
congenital neurological 
disorder. 

Javey also had another 
condition which meant he 
had no swallowing mecha¬ 
nism and he had a small 
curvature of the spine 
which meant one of his 
lungs could never fully 
inflate. 

Mandy has three other

sons, Josh, 24, Sam, 21, and 
Matt, 15, but she felt she 
wanted to do something in 
Javey’s memory and earlier 
this month she took part in 
the GOSH Children’s 
Charity Ride London. 

The intrepid challenge 
saw Mandy cycling 100 
miles around the capital, 
and she had to complete it 
in just nine hours. 

Mandy, who lives with 
her partner, Robert Carr 
and sons in Witchford, not 
only reached the finish 
line in under nine hours 
but has also raised around 
£3,300 for GOSH - despite 
pledging to raise only £750. 

She said: “I knew it would 
be a challenge but I didn’t 
expect it to be as tough as it 
was. 

“Put it this way, I ached so 
much after the ride that I 


couldn’t attend my Pilates 
class all last week. 

“I can’t describe how 
pleased I am to have raised 
over £3,000 as I’d only set 
out to raise around £750. 
I’d like to thank everyone 
who has helped me do 
that.” 

Mandy added: “I was 
quite emotional when I 
finished the ride. Javey 
died a long while ago but I 
still want to do things in 
his memory and obviously 
GOSH played a huge part 
in our lives. 

“At one stage I really 
believed Javey would be 
coming home. Sadly this 
was not to be and after a 
huge battle he died in our 
arms. Despite this loss I 
am very lucky to have three 
sons all of whom are in fine 
health.”

Ely sculpture

A NEW sculpture inspired by 
young people and the London 
Olympics has been unveiled 
in Ely.

New book brings Ely’s past to life 


TWO historians have joined forces 
and written a book about the 
fascinating history of the Ely area. 

‘Ely: the Hidden History’ has been 
written by Dr David Barrowclough, 
an archaeologist at the University of 
Cambridge, and Kate Morrison 
Ayres, former curator of Ely 
Museum. 

The history-loving duo noticed 
there was plenty of information 
available about the Ely area’s history 
and archaeology - but that it was 


scattered across several museums 
and libraries. 

They decided to gather all that 
information, and do even more 
digging, and after more than a year 
working on the project, their book 
has now been published. 

The 224-page book, which boasts 
colour and black-and-white 
photographs and maps, tells the 
story of Ely from its pre-historic 
origins, through early settlements, 
to the modern city. 


The monumental Neolithic burial 
chamber excavated at Haddenham 
and early Bronze Age burials from 
Sutton are also presented in the 
book for the first time, plus it 
includes the findings from Channel 
4’s Time Team excavation of the 
medieval Broad Street in Ely, and 
the history of the famous Littleport 
riots of 1816. 

The book, published by The 
History Press, is now available, 
priced at £17.99.

The multi-million pound 
new school, which will 
open temporarily next 
September, is being built 
on land to the north of 
Cam Drive, where thou¬ 
sands of new homes will 
soon be built. 

The facility will initially 
cater for 30 reception aged 
children. 

Intake will then increase 
to 60 reception aged chil¬ 
dren a year later, with the 
school growing according¬ 
ly to cater for a maximum 
of 630 children. 

As previously reported, 
the school is being built to 
cater for the growing com¬ 
munity of North Ely and 
will include early years 
and childcare provision. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s cabinet agreed

last month to build the 
school temporarily on the 
site and to have the facili¬ 
ties up and running by 
next September. 

There were two other 
options presented to cabi¬ 
net. One was to use spare 
classrooms at Ely St Mary’s 
School and the other was 
to site the facilities tempo¬ 
rarily in the grounds of Ely 
College. Members followed 
the recommendation and 
agreed to get the school up 
and running in the north 
of the city. 

The building costs, pro¬ 
jected to cost £7.6 million, 
are being funded in full by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

A council spokesman 
said: “Given that the tim¬ 
ing of the future expansion 
of the school will be linked 
to the pace of housing 


development in the area, 
there will be a requirement 
for flexibility in terms of 
class organisation and 
management as the school 
grows. 

“The school will provide 
community access to the 
school buildings for a 
range of organisations. 
The school will also be 
required to provide access 
to early years and child¬ 
care on the school site five 
days a week, 48 weeks a 
year, to meet the commu¬ 
nity’s needs.”

“The fact we would be 
getting more people to 
Witchford is good news.” 

Greys were asked to join 
one of the most prestig¬ 
ious groups in the indus¬ 
try, the Guild of British 
Coach Operators, last year 
and is one of only 23 com¬ 
panies in the whole of the 
UK to hold this accolade. 

The company told the 
committee it had suffered 
28 burglaries at the depot 
during the past two years, 
and that the new home on 


the site would boost secu¬ 
rity. 

The new training centre 
would not only bring in 
more local business but 
also prevent employees 
from having to travel to 
Manchester or London for 
training. 

Speaking after the meet¬ 
ing, Richard Grey, manag¬

ALMOST 400 people 
have signed an online 
petition calling for traf¬ 
fic lights to be installed 
at a “highly dangerous” 
junction. 

Ely Sixth-Form College 
student Courtney 
Pettifor, 18, only 
launched the campaign 
calling for the junction at 
the bridge in Sandhill, off 
New River Bank, 
Littleport, to be made 
safer around three weeks 
ago. 

But by Monday, more 
than 390 people had 
already signed the peti¬ 
tion. 

As previously reported, 
Courtney launched the 
petition as his best friend, 
Jack Ure, 18, was killed at 
the junction on June 20. 

Villagers have been 
calling for it to be 
improved for some time 
and the issue has been 
heightened following the 
death of Jack, who was 
also a student at Ely 
Sixth-Form College. 

Courtney said: “I’m 
really pleased with how 
the petition is going and

would like to thank eve¬ 
ryone for their support so 
far. 

“Traffic lights are need¬ 
ed at this junction to help 
improve safety. The visi¬ 
bility is poor and the 
speed is unacceptable 
along the Branch Bank 
road, and this has conse¬ 
quently been the cause of 
two accidents in the past 
five weeks. 

“The T junction in 
which Victoria Street and 
Branch Bank meet is 
highly dangerous as cars 
are recklessly driving 
along Branch Bank and 
visibility is limited so 
something needs to hap¬ 
pen immediately to 
improve everyone’s safe¬ 
ty before anyone else gets 
hurt. 

“I propose that traffic 
lights are installed by 
that junction to stop any 
more tragic accidents 
occurring again.

“We were all set to take over the 
lease of the shop but we were out¬ 
bid by a bridal shop at the last 
minute earlier this week. 

“We’ve been in Cambridge for 
16 years and we’re looking to 
expand. 

“In our view, a Limoncello 
would do really well in Ely and we 
are certainly still keen to come to 
the city so we’ll be keeping our 
eye on other vacant premises. 

“We like Ely and we’re certainly 
looking to move somewhere 
where there is a Waitrose.” 

It is rumoured in the city that it 
is Littleport-based bridal and 
prom wear shop, Astarte Ltd, that 
is taking over the premises. 

But a spokeswoman for Astarte 
Ltd said although they were keen 


to move into Ely, it wasn’t them 
who had taken on the lease. 

A cathedral spokeswoman said 
she was unable to say who the 
people behind the new bridal 
shop were. 

Andrew Cox, who ran James 
Cox menswear at the premises 
for years, re-located to the other 
side of the High Street earlier this 
year. 

As previously reported, he said 
the cathedral was charging him 
“astronomical” rents and that 
footfall on the opposite side of 
the street was higher.

Do I need to 
register for 
VAT?

This is one of the many questions 
we hear from clients who have just 
started in business. 

The compulsory VAT registration 
threshold is currently £79,000. If 
you expect your annual turnover to 
exceed that threshold quickly, then 
you are probably best registering on 
day one. If not, and if you are a B2C 
business, you should probably delay 
registering until you reach this 
threshold. 

To some businesses just starting 
out, reaching this level of turnover 
seems like a long way off. It may 
however be in your interest to 
voluntarily register for VAT as soon 
as possible. Two of the most 
common reasons are: 

• If your customers are all 
registered for VAT. So there is no 
impact on charging VAT on your 
invoices to them and you can then 
reclaim the VAT charged on your 
expenses. 

• If you are a business that has 
very few expenses that you can 
reclaim VAT on, then registering for 
VAT under the “Flat rate scheme” 
could create a ‘profit’ from VAT 
Registration. 

So what is the “Flat Rate Scheme” 
for VAT? The scheme was originally 
introduced to ease the 
administrative burden for small 
businesses by simplifying the 
process of completing VAT returns. 
The scheme works by paying a fixed 
percentage (relevant to your trade) 
of your gross income to HMRC each 
VAT period. You are unable to 
reclaim VAT under the scheme 
except where you purchase capital 
equipment costing over £2,000. 

The scheme is available to any 
business with annual taxable sales 
excluding VAT of £150,000 or below

Pirate island 
consultation 
ending soon 


A PIRATE island built in 
the middle of the fens is 
walking a shaky plank 
after it emerged a vital part 
of the planning applica¬ 
tion was missing. 

The 60 acre island, built 
by multi-millionaire 
Sutton resident lames 
Challis, will now be sub¬ 
ject to a new consultation 
after key parts of the appli¬ 
cation could not be located 
in a retrospective applica¬ 
tion submitted last month. 

The council has agreed to 
amend the application of 
the Caribbean-style 
Challis Island, at Lakeside 
View near Landbeach, and 
a new consultation has 
now been launched. 

Cllr Nick Wright, South 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s cabinet member 
for planning, said it is 
unlikely that the island 
would have to be demol¬ 
ished - news that will come

as a relief to many locals 
who are calling for the 
island to stay. 

He said: “We always work 
hard to help people with 
planning applications and 
by amending what had 
been submitted to include 
the creation of the island 
we can save time and 
money for all parties. 

“Our initial view is that 
the development has little 
impact on anyone nearby 
but until we have assessed 
all the factors we cannot 
make any decision.” 

The island was built from 
scratch and consists of a 
waterfall, a lagoon and 
wooden colonial-style 
buildings. 

The site includes a func¬ 
tioning, 18th-century style 
tavern and a guest house 
resembling a military 
commander’s office. 


Mr Challis, a member of 
the multi-millionaire 
Dickerson family, has now 
been forced to apply for 
retrospective planning 
permission at the end of 
last month. 

After council officers vis¬ 
ited the site and assessed 
the plans, they realised no 
details for the island itself 
had been included in the 
proposals. 

District council planners 
have now agreed to amend 
the application and a new 
consultation has begun on 
the retrospective applica¬ 
tion for the buildings and 
the island, rather than 
forcing the family to start 
the application again. 

The new consultation 
will gather views from 
consultees, including the 
local parish council eco¬ 
logical and environmental 
experts. People have until 
August 22 to have their say.

T HIS summer we have already been 
treated to outdoor performances 
of The Comedy of Errors, Romeo 
and Juliet, Cymbeline and Much 
Ado About Nothing (check out our 
reviews on cambridge-news.co.uk/whats 
on), and now we’re into the second half 
of the Cambridge Shakespeare Festival’s 
programme. 

Here's what to expect: 

Richard III, St John's College 
Gardens 

SINCE his mortal remains were dug 
up in a Leicester car park last year, 
Plantagenet hunchback Richard III has 
gone storming up the list of interesting 
royals, so it's timely for the Cambridge 
Shakespeare Festival to tackle the 
history play that bears his name. 

And by history play, of course, I 
mean loosely-based-on-history play, 
because Shakespeare's tale of this 
country's "worst king'' contains 
about as much truth as your average 
boasting contest. Anne Neville, for 
example, is sketched as a woman so 
insubstantial she literally steps over 
the body of her first husband to get to 
the body of her second. (Even Richard 
seems surprised his woo-ing worked.) 

Freeing the eponymous antihero 
from his historical inspiration can 
work wonders, and here Andrew P 
Stephen creates a monarch who is part 
mischievous imp and part slow-boil 
deviant. His hunched manner, wobbly 
gait and bald head called to mind 


Gollum; particularly on the occasions 
he broke the fourth wall to address 
the audience directly. And in a piece 
so short of comic relief that its main 
laughs come during the murder of 
the Duke of Clarence, Stephen also 
prompted some giggles.

A Midsummer Night's Dream, 
Homerton College Gardens 

WE had wine, we had popcorn, we 
had sunshine. That is pretty fairy tale¬ 
like in itself, don't you think? 

Then you add in Homerton College 
gardens as a venue - think spongy 
green lawns, mullioned windows, 
discreet statues whiffing of class - and 
you begin to really understand the 
charm of the Cambridge Shakespeare 
Festival. Plus, to the spiralling 
notes of a recorder, out rush a cast 
so enthusiastic, so giddily skittish 
(which is exactly what you need 
for a mischievous performance of 
A Midsummer Night's Dream), and 
basically, you have it nailed. 

A tale of love, magic and laughter, 
muddled by some rather dubious 
potions for twisting and skewing 
hearts thanks to the creepily 
impish Puck, director Ant Stone's 
interpretation is a true Shakespearean 
romp. And it's funny to boot. 

The lovers waft in and out, 
screeching out affections and hatreds 
with equal mirth, rushing about in 
bare feet and floaty outfits, suitably 
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caught up in the imaginary branches 
of the Bard's forest. While they are 
convincing (particularly the tangle¬ 
haired Hermia, played by Mabel 
Wright), and entertaining (Helena 
Payne as the lovesick Helena brings 
gangly, physical comedy), the true 
laughs come from Bottom (Eddie 
Beardsmore), despite being an ass, the 
star of the play within the play. It will 
definitely have you chuckling.

EXPLORER backpacks little 
ones and mini adventurers 
can pick up at the gates at 
Cambridge Botanic Garden 
will be stuffed with new, 
quirkily illustrated plant- 
spotting activity trails this 
month. 

Aside from the usual 
binoculars, pencils, clipboard 
and bug viewer, this summer 
there will also be one of four 
expedition routes for the 
garden - and each Friday 
there'll be a new one. 

The first was Be a Bee, 
packed with challenges 
for spotting buzzy bees in 
the Rose Garden and Bee 
Borders, tips on collecting 


propolis from pine trees 
(they use it as glue for their 
hive), and discovering where 
a carder bumble bee had 
collected fluff from lamb's 
ear leaves to make its home 
cosy.

KICK-ASS and Hit-Girl are 
back for more action in Mark 
Millar's comic book sequel 
which packs more of a punch 
than the first film. 

Now directed by American 
Jeff Wadlow, after Matthew 
Vaughn passed on the 
job, this follow-up to the 
2010 movie is amped up 
with darker humour, more 
swearing and more violence. 

Set four years after the first 
film, our favourite characters 
have grown up. Now 18 and 
close to finishing high school, 
Dave Lizewski (Aaron Taylor- 
Johnson) is keen to bring his 
green figure-hugging Kick-Ass 
suit out of the closet, while 
Mindy McCready (Chloe 
Grace Moretz), who sneaks 
out of school to bust drug- 
dealers, is being urged to 
forget her superhero sideline 
as Hit-Girl and fit in and be 
a normal teenager, following 
the death of her father Big 
Daddy (Nicolas Cage). 

Mindy trains Dave up 
with her extensive arsenal of 
weapons - guns, star knives 
and katanas - but soon her 
guardian Marcus (Morris 
Chestnut) advises her to stay 


in school and give up the 
Hit-Girl lark, leaving Dave on 
his own. 

After enlisting the help of his 
buddy Marty (Clark Duke) he 
finds Justice Forever, a group 
of wannabe vigilantes run by 
ex-mobster Colonel Stars And 
Stripes (Jim Carrey). By day, 
they are normal, everyday 
citizens but by night, they 
exact revenge on criminals. 

Chris D'Amico (Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse) is vowing 
vengeance on Kick-Ass and 
Hit-Girl for his father's death 
by bazooka. This time, he puts 
aside his superhero alter-ego 
Red Mist to become a super¬ 
villain with the most Twitter 
followers. 

While he gathers his evil 


gang together, Mindy tries 
to deal with high school 
life, attempting to fit in with 
the cool group at school, 
attending girly sleepovers and 
trying out for the cheerleading 
squad.

ADAM FROST has already urged people to think 
about wildlife at this year’s RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show, but the gold medal-winning garden designer 
isn’t done with his campaigning yet.

The State of Nature report, 
carried out by a coalition of 
conservation organisations, 
recently revealed that 60% 
of British wildlife is in decline, 
while at the same time, a 
further research found two 
thirds of British school children 
want to be taught more about 
gardening and to engage with 
the outdoors. 

"I have four children aged 
between six and 16, who all 
have a keen interest in nature,'' 
says Frost, who designed the Homebase 'Sowing 
The Seeds Of Change' garden at the RHS Chelsea 
Flow Show. "The garden is at the heart of our 
home, where many memories are made while 
children are growing up. 

"I've spent lots of time with my own children 
both in my own garden and in the wider 
countryside. We do things together like going on 


country walks, growing and picking fruit and bird 
spotting - the list is endless.'' 

Encouraged by these thoughts, Frost has now 
come up with a plan for parents on how to bring 
their children into the garden and to attract 
wildlife at the same time. 

■ Create a planting plan 
Mix together plants that 
are both beneficial to people 
and wildlife, such as fruits, 
vegetables and herbs, 
with shrubs and perennial 
herbaceous plants, to 
create an area where there 
is produce for humans and 
wildlife. Recommended plants 
that attract wildlife include 
sunflowers, wild strawberries, 
thyme, herbs and firethorn 
shrubs which offer nectar and 
berries to a range of wildlife. 

■ Grow a selection of salad crops 

This requires regular attention and will give 
children something to focus on right up until they 
eat them. Seeds should be watered every evening 
and given plant food once a week. Lettuce and 
other salad leaves can be sown in spring and 
summer. 

■ Go seed collecting 


Look closely for plants in your borders where 
flower heads have fallen off and seeds are 
growing. If the seeds are brown, get the children 
to help you pick them and put them in a warm 
place to dry out ready to plant for next spring. 

■ Create a compost heap 

This is a great way of encouraging kids to 
recycle garden waste and also helps them 
understand the natural cycle of growth and 
decay. Create three tightly fixed walls in your 
chosen area and begin filling it with organic 
materials such as grass clippings, weeds, straw, 
manure, shredded newspaper, kitchen waste, 
plant cuttings and soft prunings. 

■ Take games outdoors 

Go on a treasure hunt or play hide-and-seek 
to encourage children to explore the garden and 
stimulate their curiosity about the outdoors. If 
you have daisies in the garden, teach them to 
make daisy chains. 


■ Set up bird feeding and cleaning stations 
Birds come to gardens to feed, breed, nest and 

rest. To make sure your garden is accommodating, 
introduce a bird house, feeding station or a bird 
bath - all of these are a must for budding young 
bird watchers. The water in a bird bath needs to 
be at least 2.5cm deep and should be placed in 
the open away from areas where cats may hide. 

■ Store logs 

Plenty of wildlife makes its home in dead 
wood, and other animals use it as a source of 
food. Children can help make this into a proper 
wildlife shelter in a small, shady spot so that it 
remains cool and damp. If moving wood, check 
beforehand that nothing has already made itself 
at home. 

■ Families can receive further help on how to 
encourage wildlife into their garden by visiting the 
Homebase online forum www.getintogardening.
